“THE NOSEGAY.”—A Satire. 


The subject of the satire called “‘ The 
Nosegay,” was B » 4 profligate and vil- 
lain, who, expelled from the society of 
London and Paris, sought a new career of 
villainy in Ireland. B. had amassed enormous 
wealth by gaming, and after some years’ 
residence in Ireland became a banker. 

In 1810, Tom Grady applied to B 
for a loan of £1300, offering good security. 
‘The transaction was completed, and B 
let Grady have the money for two years, 
At the end of that time he suddenly and 
uncivilly demanded it. He was too wealthy 
to be in any strait for a sum so moderate, 
and it is likely he called it in with the ab- 
rubtness he did in retaliation for some freely 
uttered sarcasm of Grady’s. The money 
was at once repaid, and the two men quar- 
reled. Grady revenged himself on B 
by saying bitter things of him, and the feud 
between them grew deadly. B was the 
first to use penin it. Gentlemen of Limer- 
ick and the metropolis continually received 
anonymous letters, in which the character 
of Grady was assailed, and there can be no 
doubt but that B was the author of 
them. At length a foul lampoon appeared, 
in which Grady was charged with robbing 
the postofice and murdering his nephew. 
‘The lampoon was circulated through the 
post, and respectable witnesses said on their 
oaths that they had heard a printer named

B ; but when search was afterwards 
made for this man, it was discovered that 

B had bribed him to leave Ireland, 
Grady sharpened his scalping-knife. His 
revenge was delayed, but it was terrible. It 
took the form of a satirical poem mockingly 
called The Nosegay. Grady’s name as 
author was on the title-page, and that B 
was the subject of it there could be no mis- 
take, for he was all but named. It created 
an immense sensation in Irish society, and 
the first issue of one thousand copies was 
bought up ina few weeks. 

_B immediately commenced an action 
for libel; but Grady, nothing daunted, 
brought out a second and enlarged edition, 
embellished with a portrait of his enemy, 











and ,three other engravings, illustrative of 
He’ had contrived to have a | 


the poem. 
sketch made of B by a practiced hand, 
and from it a portrait was made. The cast 
of the man’s face was mean, and the expres- 
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sion cunning and sensual, Grady had its 
ugliness and evilness heightened, without 
impairing the correctness of the likeness. 
With half-closed eyes and protruding tongue, 
this portrait of B had a most repulsive 
look. In the other pictures—which, by the 
way, are copper-plate, and very well done 
—the likeness of him is preserved. One of 
them portrays the scene in Miles’ Club. 
Another, B as a fox escaping from the 
chastening hand of Nellie Casack, a peasant 
girl celebrated for her beauty and good luck 
in life; and the third represents him alone 
at midnight in the agony of a horrid vision. 
Spectres and infernal shapes are around his 
bed, and seem about to carry him off body 
and soul to the place of torment. It is a 
picture well conceived and well drawn. 
Grady dedicated his satire to Tom Moore. 
It contains many passages of violent sarcasm, 
written in a style which is sufficiently vigor- 
ous, and which Irishmen think worthy of 
Pope or Swift. 

The poem supposes a court of justice, 
before which B is summoned for trial : 
Come, **%¢%—for tardy justice takes her seat, 

Convicted usurer! convicted cheat! 

In every mischief, actor or abettor, 
Self-vaunted infidel, and tampering traitor, 
In daring prim—in principle unbuckled ; 
Reluctant subject—voluntary cuckold. 











The poem then proceeds to paint with 
graphic force the crowd of witnesses assem- 
bled for the prosecution. A passage follows 
which will not bear reprinting here. It 
refers to unhappy women seduced by the 
prisoner, and charges him with revolting 
crimes. The affair at Miles’ Club is next 
dwelt upon : 

But see aloft, and near the sheriff’s box, 

The black-browed spectre of poor Charles Fox ; 

See, with one hand his angry eyes he rubs, 

And in the other holds—the five of clubs, 

While on the front, in burning letters shines, 

Thy wealth and infamy—Tue Game or Quinze. 

He thought (for all your bonnet) you played fair, 

Nor once supposed a sharper could get there, 

Till, to his cost, the sad reverse he found ; 

In six nights lost you sixty thousand pound ! 


Grady thus alluded to the wretched vic- 
tims of B ’s scheming : 

See, round the’court some gibbering phantoms glide 

By thee to reason urged, who traitors died. 

Can none remember when, in ninety-four, 

High Treason’s standard through the state you bore, 

At every post thy: darling theme rehearsed, ° 

And manifestces through the crowd dispersed ; 

And, while’sedition' round your. horses smoked, 
Your hoarse harsh voice ‘like horrid raven croaked ? 
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After recounting all the infamies of his 
victim’s life, and distorting the vagaries of 
it into crimes, Grady concludes by arraign- 
ing him for trial, but saves him by a special 
plea that is as bad as anything in the satire: 


I arraign thee on no moderate plan, 

The blasted enemy of God and Man; 

Of God, whose Majesty you make your sport, 
And coarse and vulgar blasphemies support, 
With stupid arguments and impious pride, 
His son reviled, derided, and denied.

Thus far the foe of God—now let me scan 
How stands the dread account ’twixt thee and man, 
Is there one evil word you have not spoken ? 
Is there one human tie you have not broken? 
Is there one vice a stain to moral reason ? 

Is there a crime from swindling up to treason? 
Produce the catalogue and let me hear 

Even one exception in your black career. 

Or take the decalogue and read it through, 

Is there one line inviolate by you? 

Is there, through all this wilderness of doom 
Cne virtue found to glimmer o’er the gloom?

In the numerous notesto the satire Grady 
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poured brine on his victim’s bleeding wounds, 
and in the dedication to Moore, he says: 
“* What apology shall'I make you for draw: 
ing off your mind for a moment from the 
contemplation of everything that is beauti- 
ful in the moral and physical world, from 
lovely nymphs on beds of roses, inspiring 
bliss and breathing perfume, delighting earth, 
and resembling heaven, to the perusal of a 
portrait such as mine? It is said of Salvator 
Rosa, that his monstrous powers in the de- 
lineation of savage nature were acquired by 
having passed the early part of his life with 
a banditti in the most hideous forests, and 
amidst the most formidable mountains ; and 
if I have any merit in the execution of my, 
picture, it is entirely to be attributed to 
having, for a long time, minutely considered 
and deeply studied my original,” 

B laid his damages at £20,000. The 
trial absorbed the public attention. The 
foremost men of the Irish Bar were retained 
oneither side. For B were three men 
who afterwards reached the Bench—one of 
them is still remembered as a great judge.. 
Grady had O’Connell, who was even then. 
the chosen leader of a people marching to 
victory; Burton, afrerwards a judge, and 
one of the most famous names of the Irish 
Bar and Bench; O’Regan, the friend and 
biographer of Curran, and two other men 
of talent. 

Grady’s counsel could have taken advan-' 
tage of a blunder of their opponents and had 
the trial stopped, but that would have 
baulked him of a full revenge, and though 
he ran the risk of ruinous damages, he would 
not consent. O’Connell, roused by the, 
case, delivered a smiting invective against 
B “I shall follow him,” he said, 
** from his first ill-omened dawn above the, 
horizon, until I show him culminating in his, 
meridian, and emitting thick pestilential 
flashes through the darkness that envelopes, 
his western career ;” and he did so without, 
mercy. The evidence of witnesses from, 
the county aristocracy and the Clubs of 
Dublin went to establish as matters of fact, 
or of general report, many of the charges’ 
and imputations contained in the satire. 
Burton, whose oratory had not the terrors. 
of O’Connell’s, but was more refined, re-, 
viewed this evidence in a speech that added. 
to his reputation. He described B—— as 
“‘ affrighted by his own hideousness, rushing 
for relief upon society, and by horrified 
society thrown back upon himself,” 
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The judge charged, and the jury, after a 
short deliberation, returned a verdict for five 
hundred pounds, the fortieth part of the 
sum claimed. Two reports of the trial that 
were announced were bought up by B 
before ever they appeared ; but Grady, with 
unconquerable enmity, issued one himself, 
with a searing preface, in which he taunted 
his foe with the poor result of the trial. 
The charges in the Nosegay, he said, ranged 
from “swindling up to treason,” and were 
in number about forty. He had, he sup- 
posed, proved only thirty-nine of them, and 
for the unproven one the jury had given the 
fortieth part of the damages demanded ; or, 
perhaps, it was that they had given the 
plaintiff sixpence in the pound on his valua- 
tion of himself! B on his side enlisted 
a mercenary Limerick journal, and through 
it sought to convince the public that the 
jury knew Grady could not bear heavier 
damages than they gave against him. 

The Nosegay is now extremely rare. The 
wretched man, whose ill-fame it perpetuated, 
had the stock remaining with the publisher 
at the conclusion of the trial seized under 
an order of the Court of the King’s Bench, 
and his emissaries destroyed as many copies 
as they could make out and buy. 

Death has long since put both the satirist 
and the sinner out of sight, and Time has 
almost put them out of mind.—From the

ELIOT’S INDIAN BIBLE. 
From the Providence (R. I.) Fournal. 

The sale of a copy of this very rare and cu- 
rious book at auction in NewYork, for $1,130, 
deserves more than the brief notice which 
has appeared in our columns, The work is a 
remarkable one, first in beinga translation of 
the whole Bible and the New Testament into 
the language spoken by the Massachusetts 
Indians, and accomplished by the one man 
known asthe Apostle Joun Extiot,who labored 
as a missionary among the Indians for a long 
period. He was many years engaged in the 
jabor of translation. It is at all times a task 
of great great difficulty to render the Bible 
into a foreign language, even if the language 
is a written one; but in such a language as 
that of the Indians, which was never before 
written, the labor was gigantic. None but 
a religious enthusiast, such as Exior, would 
ever have attempted it. 

This Bible has also a value as a typo- 
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graphical curiosity. In the year 1663, New 
England was still a wilderness teeming with 
a great Indian population, and the struggle 
for existence was by no means an easy one, 
To print a pamphlet was an event of im- 
portance, yet in the infancy of the Com- 
monwealth the whole Bible was printed at 
Cambridge in this strange language, a mon- 
ument of aboriginal philology which has 
never been equaled, notwithstanding all the 
efforts of our missionary societies to christ- 
anize and civilize the Indians for the last 
200 years. 

The printing of this Bible was begun in 
1660, and finished in September, 1663, thus 
occupying three years. The edition was 
one thousand copies, of which not more 
than fifteen are known to be preserved in 
the United States. Twenty copies were 
sent to England, in which there was a Dedi- 
cation to Cuarces II. 

But this is not all that is remarkable about 
this Bible. A second edition was called 
for, and the whole work was reprinted at 
Cambridge by Samuet Greene, the printer 
of the first edition, in 1635. The art of 
printing wasstill initsinfancy. The propo- 
sition for printing this edition was submitted 
to the Commissioners of the United Colo- 
nies of New England for their consideration, 
in 1678-79, by Mr. Extor, who, among his 
several appeals, said that King Philip had 
sent to him for books to read. 

The work, which was commenced the 
following year, proceeded but slowly, as 
there was but one man, the Indian printer, 
who was able to compose the sheets and 
correct the proof. In 1684 Mr. Extot, 
writing to Hon. Rosert Boy te, says: “* We 


. have but few hands, one Englishman and-a 


boy, and one Indian.” It was completed 
the following year, and 2,000 copies printed. 
The Indian title reads as follows: 
“ Mamusse Wunneetupanatamwe up-Biblum God 


nanecowe Wuk me Testament kah wonk wasku Testa- 
ment,” Ge, 


The following is the full English title: 

“‘ The Holy Bible: containing the Old Testament 
and the New. Translated into the Indian language 
and ordered to be printed by the Commissioners of 
the United Colonies in New-England. Atthe charge 
and with the consent of the Corporation in England 
for the propagation of the Gospel amongst the 
Indians in New England.

We are glad to learn that fine and perfect 
copies of both editions of Exior’s Bible and 
New Testament are in a private library in 
Providence, in which is a little volume in 
the same Indian language, called The Prac- 
tice of Piety, anda Grammar of the Indian 
Language, printed at Cambridge in 1666, 
both the work of the indefatigable Exror. 
The Grammar is far more rare than the 
Bible, as not more than three copies are 
known in the United States.

It 
was purchased at a comparatively low price 
by some dealer, as it seems the audience 
were unacquainted with its market value. 
The purchaser advertised it in his usual 
periodical catalogues, but I have never seen 
any notice what disposition has been made 
of it. Cotton Mather, in his Magnala, or 
“* Ecclesiastical History of New England” 
from 1620 to 1698, published in London in 
1702, states : 

“ Behold, ye Americans, the greatest honor that 
ever you were partakers of—the Bible was printed 
here at our Cambridge, and it is the only Bible that 
ever was printed in all America from the foundation 
of the world, The whole translation he writ with 
bnt one pen; which pen, had it not been lost, 
would have certainly deserved a richer case than was 
bestowed upon that pen with which Holland writ 
his translation of Plutarch.” 

It is said that no one now living can read 
the book. Strange destiny—honored by 
contemporaries because “‘ writ with but one 
pen” Sold for its weight in gold now 
because no person can read it. 


O ye Bibliomaniacs, who, in the year of 
our Lord eighteen hundred and sixty-eight, 
pay such huge prices for Eliot’s Indian Bible, 
how would ye envy the lucky book-hunter 
who, “with wonderful foresight,” bought 
his copy twenty-five years ago for a pound ! 
You would no doubt have your equanimity 
seriously disturbed—dangerously, perhaps, 
if you were by to hear him delightedly 
chuckle over his fortunate purchase. ‘These 
‘* bargains ’”’ are amongst the pleasant recol- 
lections of the old book-hunter, partly, 
because they are gratifying evidence of a 
judicious discrimination and an early appre- 
ciation of rarities—a foresight which invari- 
ably results to his advantage. It is a fact 
that a copy of the Indian Bible was bought 
in London for 1/, It is now in a private 
library in Brooklyn, L. I.

Was Ralagh in Virginia ?—(Conclud- 
ed.)—In a letter from Burleigh to Leicester, 
dated zoth of June, 1586, occurs the following: 


“¢In Irland all thynges are quiet, and a nombre of | 


gentilmen of Somersett, Devon, Dorcet, Cheshyre, 
and Lancashyre, are making themselves to go to 
Monster, to plant two or three thousand people, mere 
English, there this year.”’ 


Ina note to this, Mr. Bruce, the editor, 
states, that Stowe records the names of the 
honourable and worshipful gentlemen who 
made the attempt to colonise Munster, and 
names, amongst others, Sir Walter Raleigh. 
It was on this occasion that the poet Spenser 
got his grant of 3,028 acres in the county of 
Cork, which ‘is said to be dated June 27, 
1586.” So the Rev. Mr. Mitford, in his 
lite of Spenser, prefixed to the Aldine edi- 
tion of his poems (1839), and although he 
seems uncertain as to the date, there can be 
no doubt but that it is correct. Now I 
think that most people will agree with me 
in thinking that the whole of this, Raleigh’s 
movements so far as they can be traced, his 
position at court, and the busy and stirring 
nature of the time, make it altogether im- 
probable that Raleigh was absent in the 
month of June, 1586, on a voyage to Vir- 
ginia. Hakluyt’s not mentioning that he 
was in the vessel, would of itself be con- 
vincing to my mind, knowing the extent of 
his information on all subjects connected 
with Raleigh, and his minute and painstak- 
ing accuracy. Knowing, however, that this 
was the voyage in which Raleigh was stated 
to have visited Virginia, I have thought it 
worth while to search for more positive ev- 
idence. How far I have succeeded may be 
seen, but it is open to others to fix the fact 
of Raleigh’s having been in England within 
the time I have limited. Asa hint to go

Here ends the history of Sir 
ery and colonisation. A new cc mpany was 
at the moment in contemplation, and it 
even despatched its first pioneer vessel in 
the same month of 1602 as Raleigh did. 
Raleigh may have had, toa certain extent, a 
elfish object in view. His patent ot 534 
was conditional, as regarded its continuance, 


on his planting a colony within six years; 


ind had he been able to have discovered anv 
remains, 
’87, he could have prevented interlopers. 
The nature of his position also in England 
in March, 1602, may perhaps afford a clue 
to his designs. At that moment his royal 
mistress lay on the bed of sickness, dying 
by inches. ‘The clouds were beginning to 
gather around Raleigh’s head. His star, 
which had been in the ascendant for more 
than twenty years, was getting nigh its set- 


ting. Raleigh, a man of wisdom and fore- 
sight, as wellas conduct and action, knew 
all this, He knew what he had to expect, 


and what he aftetwards in fact experienced, 
from the new king to whom all eyes were 
turned. Is it not most likely that he looked 
to Virginia as his haven of refuge, where, 
if he could maintain his patent rights, he 
might have set his enemies at defiance? 
Had this dream, if he entertained it, been 
realised, the twelve years’ imprisenment and 
the bloody scaffold on which his head fell, 
might have been averted. This, however, 
was not to be ;—the search, as already men- 
tioned, was fruitless, and the new company 
went on; and, finally, under a fresh charter 
from James I., Virginia was again colonised 
in 1606, since which time its history and 
existence have been uninterrupted. On 
Raleigh’s return from his last expedition to 
Guiana in 1618, only a few months before 
his murder, he touched at Newfoundland, 
being, as I verily believe, the only occasion 
on which he set his foot in North America. 

It may cause your readers to smile, and 
perhaps be a surprise to some of them, when 
I conclude this long paper, written on the 
subject of Raleigh’s connexion with Vir- 
ginia, by asserting that he never had any 
connexion, direct or indirect, with it!

Mayor Andri § Letter to Washington. — 
About the year 1844 or ’45, when Henry A. 
Washington (afterwards a professor in Wil- 
liam and Mary College, Virginia, and sub- 
sequently the editor of the Writings of Jef- 
ferson, published by Congress), who died in 
Washington in 1860, was practising law in 
this city (Richmond), we called on him in 
company with the late John M. Daniel, and 
telling us he had just been engaged in looking 
over the contents of a trunk filled with pa- 
pers formerly belonging to General Wash- 
ington, and which had been put in his _pos- 
session in connection with some legal busi- 
ness he added, and ‘‘I believe I have found 
the original of the letter written by André 
to General Washington.” It was shown, 
and on a comparison with a published copy 
in Sparks’ there was a difference only in one 
word, (not important and now forgotten), 
and from the appearance of the paper and 
all prima facia evidence, and in addition, 
the fact that no writer had ever mentioned 
the existence after the revolution of the let- 
ter, we were convinced that it was the iden- 
tical letter which was written by André and 
received by General Washington. It was 
at once suggested that he should deposit it 
with the Virginia Historical Society, but he 
expressed the opinion that it would be more 
proper to send it to the surviving sister of 
Major André, and from the fact that the 
letter was never afterwards seen in his pos- 
session, nor found among his papers, there is 
every reason to believe that he carried out 
his intention.

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Washington’s Watch.—Who has ever 
been in the United States and knows any- 
thing about Washington and Lafayette with- 
out having heard the mysterious story of the 
watch? For the benefit of those who have 
not learned to connect serious politics with 
trivial incidents here is the story, During 
the war of independence a Swiss watchma- 
ker of Philadelphia, named Weitzel, made 
a present of a gold watch to General Wash- 
ington, on the condition that he should nev- 
er part with it unless he could give it to 
some man who had rendered greater services 
than himself to his country. After keeping 
the watch for some time, Washington 
thought he would fulfill the intentions of the 
giver by offering it to Lafayette. (‘The gift 
was accepted asa high honour, and when, 
in 1825, Lafayette revisited America he was 
quite proud to wear Weitzel’s watch. But 
at Nashville, while he was receiving the fe- 
licitations of the people of Tennessee, it 
was stolen from him. Everybody in the 
United States was indignant at this daring 
theft, which seemed an insult to the nation. 
The thief escaped, and no trace of the watch 
could be found. The other day, however, 
in a western town, an old gentleman, one of 
the officers who received Lafayette at Nash- 
ville in 1825, chanced to look into the win- 
dow of a pawnbroker’s shop, where to his 
unutterable surprise he recognized the watch. 
It seems that it had been pawned by a 
young girl, who, being questioned, said that 
the watch had been fora long time consid- 
ered a family relic, her parents before their 
death having enjoined her never to part 
with it.—Evuropean Matt. 


Thomas fefferson and the Spanish Am- 
bassador’s Wine.—When Thomas Jeffer- 
son was President of the United States, he 
received a present of Wine from the Span- 
ish Embassador at Washington. ‘There was 
nothing remarkable in this ; but Jefferson be- 
thought him that the Ambassador had intro- 
duced this Wine free of duty, as was his privi- 
lege, and that he (Jefferson) had nosuch privi- 
lege, and no right to drink imported Wine 
without paying duty thereon according to law. 
So he addressed to the Collector at Philadel- 
phia a letter, which, by favor of a descendant 
of that Collector, now first meets the public 
eye through the columns of The Tribune. We 
print from the original, verbatim, as follows : 

WasuincTon, Feb, 6, 1803- 


Dear Sir: Monsr, d’Yrujo, the Spanish Minister 
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here, has-been so-kind as to spare me 200 bottles of 
Champagne, part of a larger parcel imported for his 
own use,.and consequently privileged from duty, but 
it would be improper for me to take the benefit of 
that. I must therefore ask the favor of you to take 
the proper measures for paying the duty, for which 
purpose I inclose you 1 bank check for 22} dollars, 
the amount of it, If it could be done without men- 
tioning my name, it would avoid ill-intended ob- 
servations, as in some such way as this ‘* by duty 
paid on a part of such a parcel of wines not entitled 
to privilege,” or in any other way you please, The 
wine was imported into Philadelphia, probably about 
Midsummer last. Accept assurances of my great 
esteem and respect. Tu, JEFFERSON, 
Gen. Muhlenburg.

Historical Society—Discovery of Mas- 
sachusetts Bay.—The Historical Society 
received on Tuesday evening an interesting 
souvenir of Marco Bozarris, in the shape 
of a silk tassel, detached trom the sword 
which the celebrated Greek patriot wore on 
the night of his death, Aug. 19, 1823. It 


was forwarded to the Society by Mr. Tuck- | 
erman, United States Minister at Athens, | 


who received it from Col. Demetrius Bozar- 
ris, the son and only surviving male de- 
scendant of the brave Suliotte leader, im- 
mortalized in Halleck’s heroic verse. Re- 
ports were presented by various officers of 
the Society, and an interesting paper was 


read by the Rev. B. F. DeCosta‘on the | 


“Discovery of Massachusetts Bay.” The 
speaker held that the Northmen of the 


eleventh century must be viewed as the orig- 


inal discoverers of this Bay and of Cape Cod, 
if the Icelandic Sagas are to be taken as au- 
thority, and he displayed a rough copy of a 
map of the American coast, made by the 
Icelander Stephanius in 1570, and based be- 
yond question on data afforded by those 
Sagas. He also dwelt on the extraordinary 
fact, demonstrated by careful historic and 
scientific research, that two islands, which 
once existed off the coast of Cape Cod, 
have gone down 30 fathoms of water during 
the last century, so that the Cape is now but 
a miserable wreck of what it once was. In 
truth it is still being worn away at an aston- 
ishing rate, and in time, we shall have no 
Cape Cod at all; a circumstance, however, 
which is not so surprising as the fact asserted 
by the speaker, that on the Pacific coast of 
the United States the ocean has worn away 
the land to the extent of three degrees of 
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longitude! As to the rediscovery of Massa- 


| chusetts Bay, subsequent to the explorations 


of the Northmen, Palfrey, Bancroft, and the 
other leading New England historians have 
unanimously settled upon the English navi- 
gator, Bartholomew Gosnold, as the man 
who first actually visited Cape Cod. But 
the speaker proved from original documents 
that these writers were in error, and that 
Jean Allfonsce, a French pilot, anticipated 
Gosnold’s discovery by no less than 60 years, 
having, as early as 1542, sailed down the 
coast from Canada to latitude 42° north, 
and entered a great bay, the end whereof 
he did not reach. As Allfonsce was a vet- 
eran and accomplished mariner, perfectly 
acquainted with the use of the astrolabe, it 
seems certain that the bay he visited in this 
latitude must have been Massachusetts Bay. 
Allfonsce’s manuscript narrative of this voy- 
age still exists in Paris, but has never been 
printed in full, though a part of it was mis- 
translated by Hakluyt, in whose work the 
students of New England history might have 
found, at any time during the past two cen- 
turies, Allfonsce’s reference to Massachusetts 
Bay. Allfonsce’s voyage to the New En- 
gland coast was probably made in the inter- 
est of Roberval, who, in 1541, was made 
**Lord of Norumbego” or Newfoundland. 
The speaker said that Mr, Palmer denied 
that Roberval had a grant of New England 
from the French king, and cited his commis- 
sion to prove the assertion; but this is a 
mistake, as the patent and not the commis- 
sion, is the place to look for it. This is 
found in full in the Lescarbot of 1616, and 
shows that Roberval was made ‘‘ Lord of all 
New England” 80 years before the landing 
of the Pilgrim Fathers,

Native Bards—a Satirical Effusion ; with 
other occastonal preces.

The above is the title of a thin volume 
of poems which I picked up a short time 
ago in Nassau street. ‘The principal poem, 
which gives the title to the volume, seems to 
be a servile imitation of the Dunciad. The 
remaining poems are devoted to various 
subjects. There are two translations; one 
from the French poet Gilbert, the other a 
sonnet of Petrarch. 

It will be noticed that the initials on the 
title page are those of the historian of the 
Netherlands ; and the year of publication is 
that in which he graduated from Harvard 
University. At this time he was but seven- 


teen years of age, and the reflections con- | 


tained in some of these pieces are too mature 
to be the productions of any youth of that 
age, the examples of Pope and Keats to the 
contrary notwithstanding.

Major André.—Mr. Wescott, in his 
valuable contribution to the December num- 
ber of the Biblhopolist concerning Major 
André, refers to a poem entitled 7he Cow- 
Chace, saying, “It has been printed, but I 
don’t now know where to find it.” It may 
be found at the close of the second volume 
of my Field-Book of the Revolution, and 
with it an engraved fac-simile of the Title 
and one verse of the poem, made from a 
in the hand-writing of the author. 
The original was sent for publication (and 
appeared) in Rivington’s Royal Gazette, 
then printed in the interest of the British in 
New York. The copy made by André, 
above alluded to, is in possession of the Rev. 
Dr, Sprague, of Albany, and is, I presume, 
the MS. mentioned by Mr. Westcott as 
having been in Peale’s Museum, in Phila- 
delphia, some years ago. 

I have a copy of the first edition of Miss 
Anna Seward’s Monody on Major Andri 
printed at Litchfield, England, ‘in 1781, to 
which is attached her autograph signature, 
She was a warm personal friend of young 
André. Four of his letters to her written 
after a visit to her father’s house at Litch- 
field, when he was only eighteen years of 
age, are appended to the Monody. During 
that visit he fell desperately in love with a 
charming consumptive maiden, of Buxton, 
and friend of Miss Seward, named Honora 
Sneyd. While there he made two miniature 
portraits of her. He gave one to Miss Sew- 
ard, and the other he ever afterward wore 
in his bosom. 

It does not appear that André’s love was 
reciprocated, at first. His letters reveal his 
passion and express his timorous hopes. His 
parents opposed his inclinations with author- 
ity, and Miss Sneyd married another. The 
disappointed suitor took refuge from grief in 
the excitements of the Army, and came to 
America in 1776. In her Monody Miss 
Seward makes him say— ;

“ Honora lost! I woo a sterner bride ; 

The Armed Bellona calls me to her side, 

Harsh is the music of our marriage strain ! 

It breathes in thunder from the Western plain!” 
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Miss Sneyd was remarkable for loveliness 
of face. André’s sketches but faintly portray- 
ed her likeness. After her marriage she sat 
to Smart, a celebrated miniature painter, but 
he totally failed. It remained for the emin- 
ent George Romney to produce a perfect 
likeness of her, by accident, without ever 
having seen her. “‘He drew” says Miss Sew- 
ard ina letter to the Right Honorable Lady 
Eleanor Butler, in June 1798, ‘‘to represent 
the Serena of The Triumphs of Temper, 
his own abstract idea of perfect loveliness, 
and the form and the face of Honora Sneyd 
rose beneath his pencil.”

We 
hope that there is nothing nearly so wicked in Mr. 
T. Weed’s repertory.—N. Y, Tribune.

FOREIGN 


The death is announced of Guglielmo Libri, an 
Italian scholar, whose reputation as a mathematician 
is high among mathematicians, but whom the un- 
learned world may remember only for the misfor- 
tunes or faults which, now some twenty years ago, 
brought him to conspicuous ruin. While in the 
prime of young manhood, Libri passed through the 
experience which has formed a part of the 1 ves of 
so many of the generation of Italians which is just 
about to pass away ; being exiled, in 1831, as a po- 
litical offender, he betook himselt to France, where 
he was already well known. When he was but 
twenty years old he had been made a professor of 
mathematics at Pisa; but not feeling fit for the 
place he went to Paris to pursue his studies further, 
and there he made the acquaintance of many of the 
leading men of science in Paris. On his second 
advent, then, he found an easy way open to him, 
and being a man of social capabilities he was soon a 
great favorite. He hada way of making enemies. 
however, as well as warm friends, his rashness and 
courage being in excess of his discretion, and his 
pride in his race having more than once come into 
collision with French vanity or French pride. For 
example, ‘n his ‘ History of the Mathematical Sci- 
ences in Italy,” he patriotically claimed for his own 
countrymen several scientific achievements to which 
the French lay claim. Moreover, Guizot, who was 
a great patron of his, rather imprudently created 
two offices—the Inspector-Generalship of Public in- 
struction and that of the State Libraries—and gave 
them both to Libri His new appointments pro- 
voked envy, and his conduct in office was not of the 
wisest—so far as worldly wisdom, and worldly wis- 
dom in France, is wisdom. In his zeal he enraged 
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Mr Kohl’s work on the Coast of Maine, and 
Mr, DeCosta’s Strictures on the same, have appeared, 
and now we are to have a third, treating largely on 
the same subject. The title will be The History of 
Augusta, from its Earliest Settlement to the Present 
Time: with Notices of the Plymouth Company, and 
Settlements on the Kennebec, etc., etc. By James W. 
North, The Prospectus promises some matters of 
historic interest relating to the Kennebec River 
which have never before been published. The work 
(of 600 or 700 pages) will be put to press as soon as 
sufficient encouragement is given by subscription, 
Copies may be obtained through J. Sabin & Sons, at 
the subscription price ($5.00).

many careless functionaries, and thus added to the 
number of his secret enemies. These were all ob- 
scure men, except Arago, whose enmity, Says the 
London Times, ‘* hadsomething professional and per- 
sonal, as well as political, in it.” By-and-by, some- 
body sent in against him charges that he had been 
stealing books from the national libraries. Guizot 
paid no attention to this accusation; either he did 
not believe it, which is altogether likely, or he may 
have thought that if it were true, it was an exhibi- 
tion of that mania for collecting books which has 
brought more than one eminently respectable man to 
thefts which none of them who was never found out, 
ever repented. Is there a case recorded where sto- 
len books have been restored to their rightful owners, 
as “conscience money” so often is? Besides, Guizot 
knew that Libri had just made an offer to give his 
private library to the country, on the one condition 
that it should be known as ‘ The Libri Collection.” 
At all events, he did nothing with the charges, But 
soon Louis Philippe fled; Guizot went into private 
life; and Guizot’s and the King’s enemies and suc- 
cessors in power were all Libri’s political enemies, 
and some of them hated him bitterly for private rea- 
Arago and certain others pushed the old 
charges, and after—as Libri’s friends say—having 
driven him out of the country by threats of personal 
violence, they had him tried and condemned, by de- 
fault, to ten years’ imprisonment. Libri may, per- 
haps, have done ill not to stand his trial; or it may 
have been better that he went away, for it is proba- 
ble that he might have been found guilty at all haz- 
ards; but there is no doubt that his condemnation 
shortened his life, and made these latter years of it 
bitter. ‘There were two parties about evenly divided 
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as regards him, the one asserting his guilt, and the 
other, containing some of the best and ablest men in 
France, firmly believing him perfectly innocent. 
Certain it is that his prosecutors said hosts of things 
against him that he disproved completely. They 
made oath that he had stolen books which, on ex- 
amination, were found in their places on the sheives ; 
that he had stolen others which, as it turned out, had 
for years been in foreign collections; that he had 
taken still others which it was proved had been 
stolen by other people. Then, too, the residence of 
the accused man was entered by persons without 
warrant or authority, who took in and took out what 
they pleased. Evidence like this and witnesses like 
these are no foundation for the judgment that was 
rendered; and the trial, whatever may have been 
Libri’s faults, was a disgraceful one. 


However, 
Libri was ruined ; 


and though he convinted many 
that he was a man most cruelly and unjustly treated, 
he never quite heid up his head again, and, in any 
case, his fate is one of the saddest and most impress- 
ive in recent literary history. 

Libri died at Fiesolo, near Florence, September 28, 
aged about sixty-six. There have been several im- 
portant and interesting sales of his books, both in 
England and on the continent, 


Lonpon AND THE Great Poets.—It is the fash- 
ion, every now and then, for writers to throw out 
hints about Cockney poets; but it may be worth 
while to remember that Milton, Chaucer, Spenser, 
Gray, Pope and Byron were all born “ within the 
sound of Bow Bells; in fact, of all our greatest po- 
ets before the present century, Shakspeare and Dry- 
den alone were not Londoners by birth.

Literary Forceries.—A fabricator of spurious 
autographs has just fallen into the hands of the police 
of Paris. A woman who gives her name as Mme. 
Michel, was arrested at her residence at Levallois- 
Perret. There the Commissary of Police found an 
apartment elegantly furnished, containing a library, 
in part composed of old books, and, after a minute 
search, discovered numerous autographs, some real 
and some false, with specimens of old writing, imi- 
tations of the signatures of the most remarkable per- 
sonages of the present century, a quantity of parch- 
ments, and numerous leaves torn from ancient books. 
The woman acknowledged that the autographs had 
been forged by her son, aclerk in the Soleil! Insurance 
Office. The young man was subsequently arrested 
in that establishment while in the act of transcribing 
an autograph of Silvio Pellico, of which four other 
copies were tound at his home. He is aged 28, of | 
remarkable intelligence, learned, and of extraordinary 
skill in calligraphy. He and his mother have been 
lodged in prison, 
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Mr. Moy Thomas, the dramatic editor of the 
London Daily News, has called attention to certain 
extraordinary mispronunciations of the great John 
Kemble. He was wont to pronounce aches, aitches; 
beard, bird; cheerful, churful; earth, airth ; fierce, 
furse; leap. lep; rode, rod; virgin, vargin; odious, 
ojus ; they, the; virtue, vartue ; and so on. 


The Museum of the Louvre in Paris has just 
bought a group in ivory representing Venus bound by 
Cupid, for the sum of $7,000. It was originally 
presented by Louis XIV. to the Chinese Ambassador, 
and was taken bya soldier at the sack of the Summer 
Palace, who sold it for $20. 


We hear that a museum of books, portraits, and 
relics, commemorating ihe great siege, has just been 
opened at Sebastopol by General Von Todleben. 


It is stated in ‘ Notes and Queries,”” that the first 
book machine-printed in England was ‘* Wander- 
ings,’’ in 4to, the printer being Augustus Applegath. 


At a recent auction sale of a library in Dublin, 
much surprise was expressed that an old book sold 
for thirteen pounds and odd shillings. A well-known 
dealer who was present exclaimed, in a perfectly 
audible voice: ‘‘ There is an example of a purchase 
for the B. M. (British Museum); if I had offered 
that volume to them last week for fifty shillings, 
they would not have taken it; but, as the sale is a 


public one, their agent buys it for five times the 
money.” 


A copy of the first edition of the Bible in Welsh, 
a very rare book, was sold in a sale at Puttick & 
Simspson’s, although imperfect, for 37/. 


The library of Lord Foley, recently deceased, 
contained one of three copies of the folio ‘* Vinegar’ 
Bible, on vellum. 


Mr. Wm. Smith has undertaken to arrange the 
large collection of prints illustrative of popular man- 
ners, customs, witchcraft, fools, &c., which the 
learned illustrator of Shakespeare, Francis Douce, 
bequeathed to the Bodieian Library. 


Two works of King James the Sixth, viz. : “ The 
Essayes of a Prentise in the Divine Art of Poesie,”” 
Edinburgh, 1585, and * A Counterblast to Tobacco,” 
London, 1604, are being prepared for republication, 


Mrs. Beecher Stowe has ‘‘ dedicated to the Freed- 
man’s School” her receipts for an article on Lord 
and Lady Byron. Nearly 100 pages of her volume, 
“ A Vindication of Lady Byron,” are in type, but 
they are still subject to the author’s revision, and 
nothing is yet really in the shape which it is likely 
to have when published. It is said that there are 
only two persons in the United States who have not 
communicated their views on the Byron question to 
the newspapers, and they are citizens of Cape Cod, 
who went off mackerel-fishing six weeks ago and 
have not returned. 

Mrs, Stowe’s Vindicator has just issued from the 
press. 


Hans Christian Andersen received the compliment 
of a banquet from his admirers in Copenhagen, re- 
cently. Fifty years ago, on the sixth of September, 
1819, Andersen entered Copenhagen, a boy of four- 
teen years old, from his home in Odense, 
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Mr. Dion Boucicault has produced in his time 
over one hundred and fifty dramatic pieces. He is 
an Irishman, and was educated by Dr. Lardner, He 
is said latterly to have earned £10,000 a year, 


Mr. Robert Buchanan, the poet. is so unwell with 
cerebral symptoms, that literary labor has had to be 
entirely suspended, and is not likely to be soon 
resumed. He has been more or less unfit for active 
work for some years past—a grievous misfortune to 
a professional man of letters, 


Two French literary men have recently died, under 
somewhat similar circumstances.

The next day the brether informed his sister that he 
intended to make her a present of a jewel for her 
next ball.

On going home he produced a 
bust of striking resemblance. Next year-an old 
man, the father of the brother and sister, came to 
ask Danton to do the bust of his son, also from mem- 
ory, for the young man was dead, Danton succeeded 
as well for the brother as he had done for the sister.

Sainte-Beuve received for his contributions to the 
Constitutionnel, from 1852 to 1860, one hundred and 
seventy-five thousand francs. He never accumulated 
any means, bat his library is one of the best in Paris.

Lorp Macautay as a Boy.—The following anec- 
dote of Lord Macaulay is taken from a letter written 
by a Scotch schoolboy during his vacation, to his 
father in Edinburgh, dated ‘ Clapham, September 
20, 1810." After describing his journey from the 
house of his tutor in Norfolk, and his arrival in 
Clapham, he goes on: ‘* Mrs, Macaulay has got the 
finest family of children I ever saw, The eldest of 
them, a boy of about ten, came in at tea time and 
shook hands with me. A little after, George (my 
companion from London) told him I was a Scotch- 
man, He immediately got up, seized my hand, and 
shook it most heartily. Then a keen dispute arose 
between him and his sisters about Scotland and Eng- 
land. He insisted that he was a Scotchman, and 
should henceforth be called Tam instead of Tom. 
He called one of his sisters Jean instead of Jane, 
and a young brother Jock, which put them both 
quite furious. It was good fun to see how fiercely 
they fought.” The writer of this used often to 
speak of Macaulay as the very cleverest boy he ever 
met, with one exception, the late John Gibson Lock- 
hart. Both these boys were incessant readers. 


Sir W. Scott anv Six B. Lytron.—Sir Walter 
Scott is said to have made nothing of throwing off a 
three-volume novel in three months, and often 
drew bills on his publisher at nine, twelve, and fifteen 
months fora series of works without at the time 
possessing the slightest notion of what the works 
themselves were to be; and Sir Bulwer Lytton, 
writing only three or four hours a day, has thrown off 
most of his novels at the rate of two or three a year, 


The Duc d’Aumale, one of the sons of Louis 
Phillipe, it is reported, has the largest and finest 
private library in Europe, his purchases of rare books 
amounting in value to $200,000 per annum. 


The followin strange occurrence is vouched for 
by a South London magazine. It would appear that 
‘** at a concert given a short time since in Walworth 
a gentleman startled the audience by reciting Puul’s 
defence in Greek. In order to keep up the idea of 
the apostle as a prisoner, the reciter was led on to 
the platform by a long heavy chain, which was 
bound round his waist.

It came from a 
competent and well kaown hand, It was everwhere 
recognized as the work of Prof, Conington. Trans- 
lator and critic are now beyond all mortal judgment. 
In the same day’s papers were to be read the mourn- 
ful records rhat scholar and statesman had passed to 
their rest. The one was in the prime of life, if 
reckoned only by years. The Professor died at the 
age of forty-four years; the Earl had exceeded the 
allotted threescore-and-ten.”* 


The annual increase of books in the library of the 
British Museum is very great. In the year 1869 
there were added to this collection 42,331 volumes 
and pamphlets (volumes of newspapers and books 
of music included), of which gg2 were presented, 
6099 were received in pursuance of the English 
copyright laws, 346 came in under international 
copyright treaties. and 34,394 were purchased. 
There also were 33,403 parts of volumes—a separate 
number of periodical publications and of works in 
progress. Of newspapers published in the British 
Islands, 1145 sets were received. There were re- 
ceived 2121 pieces of music, and 779 portions of 
musical works in progress. 


The Imperial library received in a year by law 
10,000 books from Paris, 20,000 from France, and 
buy 20,000 trom foreigners, 


A genius from Paris has distinguished himself by 
making a large historical collection of warming-pans, 
M. Nestor Roque,lin, the collector in question, 
already has warming-pins which once belonged to 
Mary Stuart, the Pompadour, poor Antoinette, that 
amiable princess, Catherine de Medicis, and that 
virtuous personage, Diana of Poictiers, We are 
reminded by this statement that Horace Walpole 
had a warming-pan once the property of Charles the 
Second. It was inscribed “ Glory to God ;’" and ‘1 
have no doubt.” said Horace, sarcastically, ** that it 
was used for the beus of his mistresses.” 


M. Crémieux, now in his seventy-fifth year, con- 
tinues to be one of the most remarkable personages 
of Paris, and his house, which faces the Louvre, is 
atill the centre of the noblest and brightest minds of 
France, He is all heart and all genius, and his elo- 
quence is as impressive as it was in his younger days. 
He is of the same small stature as M. Thiers, but of 
an infinitely more sympathetic presence. 


Poor Amy Robsart, who figures so sadly in “ Ken- 
ilworth,”’ is notto be let alone. A London publisher 
advertises an 8vo,. volume. illustrated: * Amye Rob- 
sart and the Earl of Leicester: a Critical Enquiry 
into the Authenticity of the various Statements in 
relation to her Death, and on the Libels on the Earl 
of Leicester, with a Vindication of the Earl by his 
Nephew, Sir Philip Sidney. Also, a History of 
Kenilworth Castle; together with Memoirs and 
Correspondence of Sir Robert Dudley; Son of the 
Earl of Leicester, By George Adlard. ” 
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‘Carl Benson,” writing in the Turf, Field, and 
Farm, tells about one of Tennyson’s poems a story 
which we suppose based on good information, and 
accurate as well as true. The poet dreamed once 
that he was riding in company with two friends of 
his, members of the Sterling Club, across a bare, 
bleak, and desolate heath, By-and-by they came 
upon an inn which was in ruins. There a ragged 
hostler took the horses, and a shaky, seedy waiter 
led them into a parlor drearier and dismaller than 
even the worst of English country taverns. ‘ Now 
that we are here,” said one of the party, ‘‘we must 
call for something to drink, for the good of the 
house, Waiter, bring us some ale.” Tothis order 
the shabby waiter responded solemnly in the negative : 
*’ As much smoking as you please, but no drinking ;” 
and he added the reason: ** This is hell.” At this 
unexpected and startling announcement Mr. Tenny- 
son awoke, and keeping in mind his ‘ vision when 
the night was late,’ he produced ** The Vision of 
Sin,” which is perhaps fully as good as all but a dozen 
or so of his pages, and we do not know that the 
vigorous stanzas embodying the tavern part of it are 
not as good as any of the rest. The philosophizing 
and moralizing part is good too, however, being in 
the ornate style disused latterly by Mr, Tennyson in 
favor of the elaborately simple style, and disused 
rather too much, perhaps.

My life was 
poisoned after this day. I saw Querard sometimes 
two or three times a day. He woke me up in the 
morning, he waited at my door at night. He wanted 
to know the name of the newspaper writer, I was 
the game, he was the hunter. He made sure of 
taming me by fatigue. When I lost patience I was 
insolent to him; he bowed his back, made no reply, 
and returned the next day. His death alone delivered 
me from this little persecution.””
